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JD MILES TO “GET” WAN

You can search the records of the 
colorful Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice and find few exploits among the 
scores of thriling ones recounted there 
‘bo surpass the story of how young 
Inspector: C.D. La Nauze conducted 
\ successful manhunt over 3000 Arc- 
tic miles. ; 

“Da Nauze is a young inspector 
but an experienced northern travVel- 
er.” This matter of. fact recommenda- 
tion from the Commissioner of the 
Mounties and addressed to H. R. H. 
the Duke of Connaught, uncle of King 
George, and former Govenor General 
ef Canada, won for La Nauze the 
opportunity to make the trip. 


His mission was to investigate the 
mysterious disappearance in the Bar- 
ren Island of two Catholic - mission- 
aries, Fathers Le Roux and Rouvier. 
At the time, Inspector Nuaze was com 
tortably stationed at a post in North- 
ern Alberta. He had been a member 
of Canada’s crack police force less 
than 10 years and had never before

He went on to Fort Norman and 
there engaged an interpreter—Bski- 
mo Ilavinik, an inteMigent chap and 
« linguist extraordinary. 

Tiavinik’s wife, Mamayuk, and his 
daughter, Nagosak were to come a- 
long. Both would be a help to do the 
odd dometsic chores that women do 
better than men anywhere. 

In cddition to Indians, the Bskimo 
interpreter and his family, Inspector 
Nauze, Constables Withers. and 
tat aap the party included the ex- 
plorer D’Arcy Arden, as well as a rep 
' resentatives of the missionairies, Fath 
er Frapsance, a veteran traveller. 

D’Arcy was among the first to 
give an explanation for the disappear 
ance of the two priests. Then there 
was a_ sixteen-year old Indian boy 
who also had something to say. Both 
believed the misionairies had. been 
murdered. 

Arden, the year before, had been in 
the country where the missionaries 
tad lived. He had heard of Eskimos 
who had been seen in the cassocks 
of the priests. He had found their 
home destroyed. The Indian had seen 
Eskimos with up-to-date rifles and 
fleld glasses, 

La Nauze’s intention was to reach 
the headquarters of the missing fath- 
crs and there make winter camp. 
He sailed along the Peace River, then 
dcwn the Mackenzie as it wended its 
ay io the Arctic Ocean to Great Bear 
River some 700 miles from Fort Res- 
c"ution.

They found the place, as Arden had 
said. Destroyed and ransacked. They 
went back, shot moose and caribou 
and deer, dnd on their return hunting 
expeditions . were organized to see 
that enough meat was in store forthe 
coming winter. 

Tihey also caught fish; trout that 
averaged eight pounds each and some 
that weighed 28 pounds.-Then they 
cached their food in holes in the 
ground and covered them with ston- 
es they could hardly lift. Despite 
these precautions, when they came 
back to those caches some months 
later, ‘wolverines had ransacked them 
and left but one cache untouched. 

The winter with its heavy snows 
and far below zero temperatures well 
under way, the Inspector sent out his 
men, went out himself to find the 
facts of what_had by now apparently 
been a murder. Here and there they 
came across small communities, ques 
tioned them but learned little. 

Some natives thought the mission- 
aries had frozen to death while sleep 
ing. Others lied, as subsequent cvents 
showed. But the Inspector with his 
constables and Ilavinik, their dogs 
tired from the trail: kept going. 7 

They were now nearing the Copper 
mine River, which flows inta Corona- 
tion. Gulf. And at one of the villages 
in this region, near Cape Lambert on 
the Dolphin and Union Straits, Iav- 
inik met some Eskimo friends. 

They had heard about Ilavinik thro 
ugh Steffanson’s interpreter and Ilav- 
inik in turm had heard about them 
through the same party. There was 
a joyous reunjon and Inspector La 
Nuaze saw here was a chance to get 
some real information. 

He and Ilavinik called at the igloo 
of these friends and Ilavinik talked 
to them while La Nuaze sat by and 


| watched. 


soon the Inspector saw the inter- 
preter start. He knew that something 
important had come out, but his ex- 
pression gave no hint that he knew. 

A few minutes later Tlavinik said 
te the Inspector: “Now write down 
these names Uluksak and Sinissiak. 
You got that? Now I find out some 
more.” ; 

Tlavinik continued the questioning 
and soon other Eskimos came in. 
One of them an old man, Koeha by 
name. He interrupted the conversa- 
tion by a lengthy story of how the 
missionaries met their death. 

The priests had been doing mission 
ary work among tthe Eskimos, Koeha 
said but had left the natives at the 
Coppermine River and set out for 
their base at Dease Bay, some 200 
miles distant. A day or so after the 
priests had left, Uluksak and Sinis- 
siak had followed them, There had 
been some words between the priests 
snd another Eskimo concerning a 
rifle. But these two men followed in 
hopes they might be of some use to 
the priests. 

Then they came back a week or so 
later dressed in the cassocks of the 
priests, carrying their guns and other 
equipment. They announced to all 
present that they had murdered the. 
Friests because the missionaries were 
going to kill them. 

That was the story. Inspector La 
NauZe procured all the evidence that 
he could at this point, then set out 


‘with one of the natives from another 


vi.lage where it was thought Sinissiak 
vas living. 

They looked over the people at 
this village and the murderer's wife 
Was scen among them, but not Siv.is- 
eak. A gearch through the sacw- 
nouses revealed him in hig bou‘e.

Top- 
ping a hill, they saw in the distance 
chrough glasses, six dog teams of 
Eskimo, La Nauze put all speed to 
his team and finally overtook them 
One of the party proved to be Uluk- 
sak. 


He held back tor a.moment, then 
he too, ran toward the white men, 
shouting ‘“Goana, Goana,” which 
means ‘Thank you I’m glad.” When 
he was not immediately killed, he 
too, was surprised. 

Traders had told the Eskimos that 
white men kill all who kill their bro- 
thers. But he was willing’ to come 
quietly if the white ifan would wait 
till his wife finished making him a 
pair of shoes. They waited, for. La 
Nuaze treated these simple people 

Within 27 days of reaching the Cor 
onation Gulf region La Nuaze had 
both men and had cleared the mys- 
tery. He was to take them to Edmon- 
ton according to instructions but be- 
cause the Canadian Arctic Expedit- 
tion vobunteered their ship, Alaska, 
he set sai) for Herschell Island. There 
he held his preliminary hearing as a 
jutsice of the peace. 

Both men told the same story. 
They had followed the priests who 
asked for help in reaching their base 
‘he Eskimos would get presents if 
they helped. They started out with 
the priests who ‘at first were kind. 
Then they became angry, woud] not 
‘et the Eskimos talk. 

The natives thought they would be 
kifled so took the initiative. Sinissiak 
stabbed Father Le Roux in the back 
and Uluksak finished him. Father 
Rouvier had started to run by this 
time. Sinissiak picked up a rifle and 
missed the first shot. The second 
shot brought the priest down. Then 
the two men killed him with their 
knives and qm axe. 

The next spring, La Nuaze brought 
the prisoners witnesses and interpre- 
ters to Edmon‘on. They were tried 
and acquitted. Another trial was 
held in Calgary. 

Here, sympathy for: these two men 
who had killed without malice, was 
not so strong, and they were sentenc 
cd to be hanged. But word came from 
the Govenor-General of Canada that 
the two men would be given life im- 
prisonment instead, at Fort Resolu- 
tion. 

There they spent a few years as 
model prisoners. Now they are once 
more among their people at Corona- 
tion Gulf, examples of the white mens 
law. 

Two years and four months Inspec 
tor La Nuaze put on that case. Three 
thousand miles he travelled in solv- 
ing it. 


LIFE NO BEO 9F ROSES

(By Edna Kells) 


Most intimate of all phases of the 
public health work of Alberta is that 
carried on by the district nurses. 
These nurses work in remote settle- 
ments where people are cut off from 
medical aid by lack of roads, railway 
Services, or distance. Their task is to 
go into the homes and look after the 
needs of groups of people who are 
establishing themselves on the jand 
with-a view to safe-guarding their 
health thus encouraging them to re- 
main and make their homes. 

The district nurse is herself a pion 
eer, living under pioneer conditions 
among pioneer people. She shares 
their joys and sorrows and difficulties 
In the course of time ‘her people" 
pass out of the pioneer stage but she 
does not go with them. Her face is 
then turned to another pioneer field 
where she again carries on until the 
; people are well established, a doctor 
| comes in, and they no longer need her 

The districts are usually about thir 
veen miles in length and ten miles 
wide, though topographical conditions 
may alter these dimensions. In this 
block of country anything and every 
thing may happen and usually does. 
The nurse may be called upon to help 
a little New Canadian into this world 
to give first aid in case of severe ac- 
cident and if necessary take the pat- 
jent to hospital, or in cage of minor 
accident, to give all the aid the inju 
ed one desires. She books after the 
sick and comforts the distressed Her

On their part they un- 
dertake to supply her with a comfort 
ably furnished house, water plenty of 
firewood and transportation within 
thee district, The government pays 
the nunses salary. A nominal fee is 
changed the patient in cases where 
tt will not work a hardship, but this 
is never. pressed. 

There are five district nurses work 
ing in the province, Miss Mary Ellis

Six thousand Eskimo residents of 
Canada .live along the northern coast : 
line of the Dominion 6f Qamada and 
according to information reaching he | 
capital the northward march of civil! 
ization imperila their existence. The’ 
problem is difficult of solution for 
many ailments considered trivial a- 
mong white people prove fatal to the 
Arctic native. } 

He turns, says a statement issued 
by the Department the advantage of 
trade with the white people into an 
agency for his own destruction. De- 
spite his kindly disposition and good 
heartedness he is a great killer With 
his newly acquired rifle he shoots all 
the game he can find and ultimately 
will ‘capsform a naturally bountiful 
country into a land of hunger. | 

The Eskimo is a practical as well 
as colorful asset to the Dominion. |

line he is increasingly important as 
‘he guide and agent of the white man 
in an area where many a white man 
capnot long exist on his own resourc 
°8. But civilization it is said does one 
of three things to the Eskimo; it ob 
corbs him, kills him or drives him 
farther into the north. 

There is some confidence, however 
that througn education he may be 
taught to overcome the natural trait 
ot wastefulness and to combat those 
uJnesses to which he is so susceptible 
If that can be achieved he has a 
chance to survive.
